|\WM. SMITH, 
QUEENSTOWN, 
DIED THURSDAY 


The announcement of the death of 
Wm, Smith, at the home of Mr, and 
Mis. Steve Williams, Queenstown, 
early last Thursday morning at the 
age of 71 years was a surprise to 
many old timers both in Queenstown 
and Gleichen district, where ho was 
well-known, Mr. Smith homesteader 
in Queenstown in 1907, For some 
years after he homesteaded he wag 
a frequent visitor to Gleichen and be- 
came well acquainted here. In July 
1924 his wife died and since then he 
spent most of his time at the home 
of his friend Mr. and Mrs, Steve Will+ 
iams, who live near by. Last sum- 
mer he had a paralytic ctroke but had 
recovered and was in Gleichen on Res 
membrance Day. Early Thursday 
morning he took a second stroke and 
lived for a few hours only. 

He came from Montana to Alberta 
and located at Clarcsholm for a time 
then proceeded to Queenstown where 
he homesteaded, Mr. Smith was a 
Mason and was one.of the few mem- 


lite membership. He was a member 
of the U.F.A. He had no children 
but has a nephew at Vulcan and an- 
other in the Peace River country and

Alberta Einstein will go to the 
United States soon to resume his 
studies at Mt. Wilson Observatory. 

Canada still ranks third as a sup-

This brings 
the number of adherents to 40.

1,079 miners. 

For every million tons of soft coal 
mined three miners must give their 
lives, for every million tons of anthra- 
cite six must die.

Pre-Winter Fire’ Prevention Drive 
Hon. J. F. Bryant Issues Appeal To 
Residents Of Saskatchewan 
Making a final drive to stir Sas- 
katchewan residents to concerted pre- 
winter, fire prevention activities, in 
order that premium rates on fire in- 
surance might be reduced, Hon. J. F. 
Bryant, K.C., Minister in charge of 
fire prevention in Saskatchewan, has 
{issued the following appeal to the 

general public: 

"In view of the large increase in 

the number of fires in Saskatchewan, 
and the fact that the high premium 
rates on fire insurance are the result 
of past experience in the matter of 
fire losses, where the lack of care of 
the many adds to the burden borne 
by all who insure their property 
against loss by fire, I venture once 
again to suggest to the householders 
of Saskatchewan the desirability of 
checking up once more on the heating 
systems before the winter season set- 
tles in, in order to assist in keeping 
down the fire losses in Saskatchewan 
during the winter months. j 
“A survey recently conducted by

Honour From King , 

Word comes from London that Noel 
Coward—playwright, composer, actor 
—may be the recipient of a knight- 
hood from the King, this being re- 
garded as somewhat surprising.

If 
brewers and others of their kind may 
be permitted to kiss His Majesty's 
sword, it is difficult to see why the 
privilege shouldn't be conferred on a 
man like Noel Coward.

A Great Indian Traveller 


Sir Jchangir Kothari Has Been Round 
World Ten Times 

One of the world’s greatest travel- 
lers recently arrived in London, Eng- 
land. He is Sir Jehangir Kothari, an 
immensely rich Indian merchant who 
rendered valuable services to the 
Empire during the war. He has 
been round the world ten times, and 
has made several journeys into the 
wastes of the Arctic, as well as to 
the cannibal islands of the Pacific. His 
travels have involved him in many 
adventures, As a boy he was rescued 
from a sinking boat at sea.

The “big five’ on a basis of pro- 
duction value are apparently the pulp 
and paper mills, the flour and grist 
mills, the slaughtering and packing 
houses, the central electric stations 
and the motor car factories, The cen- 


tral electric stations, whose growth . 


has been greatly accelerated by the 
expansion of the pulp and paper in- 
dustry as well as by the increasing 
general use of electricity, represent 
by far the largest investment of any 
Canadian industry—over $1,000,000,- 
000. If salaries and wages paid were 
the basis of comparison, the “big 
five” would be a somewhat different 
group; pulp and paper, sawmills, rail- 
way rolling stock, automobiles, and 
castings and forgings. Central elec- 
tric stations are probably in sixth 
place, with printing and publishing itt 
seventh. : 

As already pointed out, pulp and 
paper production in 1980 was merely 
& reversion to the 1926 figures. 
Slaughtering and meat-packing ‘pro- 
duction was better than in 1925; auto- 
mobile manufacture, better than. in 
1924. What Canadian industry ‘has 
done has been to step back a ‘few 
years from the peak of 1928, but it 
does not do to suppose that the re- 
sulting condition is one of chaos.- Af- 
ter all, even today’s production would 
have been considered something to 
boast about a few years ago.

EMPIRE GOODS 
TO BE EXEMPT 
UNDER NEW LAW 


London, Eng.—Canadian goods will 
not be tuxed under the National Gov- 
ernment's anti-dumping legislation. 
This was made clear in the House of 
Commons when the resolution, con- 
ferring sweeping powers upon the 
President of the Board of Trade, 
passed through both stages. 

The resolution would grant to the 
President of the Board of Trade power 
to impose a maximum duty of one 


products, But L. Hore-Belisha, Par- 
lamentary secretary for the Board of 
Trade, explained no Canadian or other 
Dominion products would be affected. 
“The Dominions are to have a prefer- 
ence,” he asserted amid cheers, “and 
{it is to be one of one hundred per 
cent.” 

There would be no cause for com- 
|plaint concerning the treatment of 
Dominion products, said the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary. 

Charles Williams, Conservative, in-

Lesson: Philemon. 

Devotional Reading: 1 John 4.7-13, 


Explanations and Comments 


The Introduction To the Letter, 
verses 1-3.—This letter was sent to 
Philemon by the hand of Tychicus, 
whorwas going to Colossae and Lac- 
dicaea with other letters from Paul to 
the other churches there. Timothy 
was with Paul and joined him, “a 

risoner of Christ Jesus,” Paul writes, 

sending greeting to Philemon, and 
to Apphia and Archippus, presumably 
Philemon's wife and son, and to the 
church that met in his house. 

Thanksgiving For Philemon’s Faith, 
Love and Service, verses 4-7.—Phile- 
mon was a man of means, possibly 
one of the converts of Paul during his 
stay in Ephesus, and was realy. es- 
teemed and tenderly loved by the 
apostle because of the way Philemon 
used his wealth and influence. His 
home was the meeting place of the 
church in Colossae, Paul in his dis- 
tant prison had been greatly heart- 
ened and refreshed by reports of his 
ministries of love to the Christians in 
his city. Paul tells Philemon of this, 
and of his prayer and praise to God 
because of him.

Brandon, Man.-—Manitoba’s orgare 
ized farmers refused to re-enter the 
political arena, quitted four years agd, 
By a sweeping majority, United 
Farmers of Manitoba in the closing 
moments of their three-day annual 
convention, rejected a proposal for 
political action and referred the ques- 
tion to the locals for study. 

Seekers for a Socialistic Empire in’ 
Canada, Manitoba's organized farmerg 
stood up with their Saskatchewan 
brethren as outspoken opponents of 
capitalism and private ownership. As 
an “ultimate objective,” United Farms 
ers of Canada (Saskatchewan sec- 
tion), aimed at social ownership and 
co-operative non-profit production. 

Given approval among 20 points of 
a new “future policy” passed in a 
series in hurried, undebated votes, 
the “key resolution” blamed the pres- 
ent economic crisis on the capitalistic 
system. Capitalism, it was held, was 
inherently unsound since its basis was 
private ownership of resources and 
control of production and distribuution 
involving payment of rent, interest, 
and profit. 

Supported by heavy attendance 
from the north of the province where 
favorable crops have been harvested, 
@ series of resolutions asking drastic 
economic changes were approved. For 
the first time in the farm body's his- 
tory, Dauphin, 175 miles northwest of 
Winnipeg, was chosen as venue of the 
jnext convention. Two northerners, 
|W. J. Ward of Dauphin, and Fred 
Downing of Kelloe, were re-elected to 
the presidency and vice-presidency, 

Premier John Bracken, Attorney- 
General W. J. Major and Municipal 
Commissioner D. L. McLeod spoke to 
the delegates who a few hours before 
jhad taken the stand that the Mani- 
toba legislature should be “a superior 
|municipal council without political 
| affiliations.” Too, John Queen, leader,of 
the Independent Labor group in the 
legislature, addressed the convention.
